‘ JOSHPH by the Grace of God, elected Empe- 
‘rour ot the Romans, alwass augutt, King of Ger- 
‘mant, Hungary, Bohemia. Dalmatia, Croatia, 
‘Sclavonia, &c. Archduke of Auftria, Duke of 
‘Burgund., Brabanr, Stiria, Carinthia, Carniola, 
‘Margrave of Moravia, Count of Habfjurg, of 
‘ Tirol, of Gorice, &c. To all and ever: the re- 
‘yerend, hovourable, venerable, magvificent, ex- 
‘cellent, noble, prudent, and circumipect, Chiefs, 
‘ Vicounts, Judges and their Affeffors, and ro all 
‘ Corporations in the Counties of our forefaid King- 
‘dom of Hungary, to whom thefe Prefents thail

E doubt net ‘tis fufficiently known to every

and to reftore its Peace and Tranquility, have our 
of our Royal Care and Sollicirude, employ’d al! 
Methodsgifind given Proof of our Royal B. nignity 
and Clemency as well by feveral Declara‘icns, as by 
our repeared Offers of Amnefty. Notwithftanding 
which, it being apparent, thar our moft gracious 
Intention bas been render’d ineffectual enher by the 
Ambition or Qbftinacy of certain Perfons, who pre- 
fer their privare Intereft to the pubdlick Good and 
Quiet of the Kingdom, and that our faid Kirgdom 
is thereby in a way of being mifecabiy ruin’d, laid 
defolate, depopulated, and reduc’d to the extremeft 
Calamity ; 

We therefore being mov'’d by Paternal Tendernefs, 
and to the End the Peace and Tranquility of the 
Kingdom may at leng:h be reeftablith’d, that our 
turbulent Subjects who fer at Nought our Imperial 
Royal Favour and perfift obftinarely in Evil, may 
be chaftis’d with the avenging Sword, and by other 
more fevyere Methods, and that the reft may be re- 
duc'd to due Obedience ; find ourfelves oblig’d to 
fend into the faid Kingdom of Hungary more 
powerful Forces than hitherto, divided into two 
Armies, one commanded by our Field Martha! John 


Lewis de Buffy Rabutin, the other by our Pield-_ 


Marfhal Count Guido of Staremberg, to fubdue 
and extirpare the perfidious Rebels. 

At the fame time, out of cur innate Goodnefs 
tnd Clemency, adhering to our former mild Inten- 
tions and Amnefty moft gracicufly promis'd to thofe 
Who fhall turn to Repentance, we have refolv'd 
anew, that all and every one who having in any 
Manner whatever departed from the Fidelity due to 


fhall prefenr themfelves to our faid Field Mar- 


fhals, or either of them, or co the Chiefs of the 
Counties that continue iat ro us, and thalltake 
anew Oath ot Fideluy :o us, and> receive Certifi- 
cates of their having to done ( which Certificates 
we will and command thall be given them gratis,) 
and fhal! recurn to’ “heir Habitarions and abide there 
peaceably, or tha’ our Army, thall ipfo fa&o 
become Yar avers of our general Am-efty. 

We do oy chele Prefeurs moft gracioufly exborr 
all the faithful Eftates, Orders, and Inhabitants-of 
our faid Kingdom of Hungary, and e‘pecially thofe 
who have hitherto laudably perffted in their Alle- 
giance, to continue perfift in the fame Fidelity 
and Affection to us : On the other Hand we do ear- 
rcftly and for the latt ‘ime admonifh all thofe, who 
from what Motive foever have gone out of the 
ftreight Path of Fidelity, to bethink themfelves of the 
Du:y and Himage they owe to us their natural 
Lord, ard toturn back and by the Method we have 
prefcrib’d lay hold of our preffer’'d Grace and Fa- 
your, and. thereby while there is yet Time, fave 
themlelves and Families. Finally we command and 
enj yn the Chiefs, Vi-counts, and all other Officers 
ot Counties, to whom thefe Prefenrs thal] come, to 
do their utmoft in providing tim:ly and furnithing 
in # proper Manner and requifite Quantity, Subfift- 
ance to our f2id Troops when they fhall come into 
their Diftricts, to the end the bercer military Dif- 
cipline may be « bferv’d, and all Diforders and De- 
predations avoided ; and alfo to give all the Affift- 
ance they are able to he profecuting with Force and 
ex'erminating the perfidious Enemies of their native 
Country. Given in our City of Vienna the 12th of 
May inthe Year of our Lord 1707, the 18:h of our 
Roman, the 20th of our Hungasian, and the 3d of 
our Bohemian Reign. 

From the Amfterdam Gazette, dated June 21. 
Warfaw, Jane 8, The Advices from Lublin tell 
us the Diet was open’d there the 23d of laft Monto, 
with the ufual Ceremenies. The Marthal of 
Confederacy made a Speech, in which be thank’d 
and commended she Affembly for their Zeal for 
their native Country : Bur at the fame time he told 
them tbe Affembly was not numerous enough to 
go upon Bufinefs of Importance, and thevsefore it 
would be proper to adjournto another Time : Ac- 
cordingly they adjourn’d to the 27th, but it was 
refolv’d that in that Interval fome Deputies thould 
confer with the Minifter of the Czar of Mufcovy 
touching the Matters that might come to be debated 
in the Diet.After this Adjournmentr,the Martha} of the 
Confederacy went to Sendomir, there to draw toge- 
ther the Troops of the Crown ; and he not returning 
to Lublin the 27'h, the Seffion was adjourn’d to the 
goth. In the mean time a great Number of De- 
puties were arriv’d, and Prince Wiefnowiski had alfo 
promis’d to come ro Lublin ; fo that the Diet is like 
to be very numerous. The faid Prince Wiefuowiski 
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is drawing together the Army of Lithuania near 
Rendezvous of the Mufcovite Ho.fe is at Golomb, 
and Prince Menzikow is gone to draw them xoge- 
ther. 4. Rybinski who is encamp'd near Praag 
with (ome Polith Troops, and General Hain who is
